Anxioua little fuoca peered out at tho win- 
dows and little noBea liittened themaolvea 
against the glaaa in every houao in Victoria 
yealorday morning where there woro chil- 
dren. Little faces seemed anxioua and 
troubled at the outlook, for it aurely aeemed 
as if it were going to rain. But what a 
shame ib would have been to spoil sport on 
Children's day ! Old Probs, however, had a 
kindly feeling for the young ones, and by 
and by up c:»mo a wind that shoved tho 
ugly clouds oloar out of sight. Then the sun 
shone his brightcat and oh ! what a relief it 
was to hundreds of children wben' they real- 
ized that their proceeisioD, with the singing 
and sports to folloWi wai surely to take 
place. It was not only the children wtio 
were happy, for parents and, indeed, every- 
one who loves ehildren(and who does not ?), 
were -quite aa pleased at the lovely 
day. Early in tbe forenoon the streets 
seemed alive with youngsters, most 
of them on their way to the Central tohool, 
nob for lessons, however, but to take their 
places in the big prooession of aofaool chil- 
dren who were to march from there to the 
exhibition grounds and take part in the ex- 
orciaoa of the day. Tiien all morning little 
toddlera, too amall to take part in tiio 
parade, began to pour in at the exhibltiou 
gutcB with their mothers and big sisters, all 
Intent on having a real good time. Haw 
they did enjoy themaoivea ! Chattering and 
laughing in the greatest glee, running racae, 
or looking with big round eyes at tho many 
pretty things to be seen, boys and girls juat 
wore having any amount of fua and enter- 
tainment. Aunt Sally proved a big attrac- 
tion to the boys, who squandered their 
niokela rockleBely in that engiging paatimo 
dear to tho juvenile heart. Talk about euc- 
coaa 1 Why tho Children's day waa away 
ahead of anticipations. The singing by tho 
children waa a splendid feature, and 
tho attendance made tho hearts of 
tho directors rejoice. In tho afternoon a big 
excursion from Wellington headed by the 
tine braaa band of that placo arrived on tho 
grounda and helped to awell tho attendance. 
This band played in the building during tho 
oftornoon, tho 15 C.B tJ.A. bauQ playing in 
the driving p »rk. "Jftho weather during 
tho other days had only been like thia," 
people kept saying, " what a trcmendoue 
gate the assooiation would have taken in ! " 



TlIK CHILUREN'S PARADE. 

Over Two Tbotisitnd Strong They luvado I lie 
Exhibition and Capture the Fair— 
The CboruB SlDglng. 

Tim Central Bcliool grounds were fairly 
alive with young onea by noon, gathered 
there Ki form the grand proceaeion to the 
exhibition. Wl-.at a nuenc of excite- 
ment it wuB I Cuod naiurcd teacliora 
hud their handa full getting the 
parade marshalled. There waa a real l)anil 
too just like the big people had for their pro- 
cession. Ibis was tho baud of tho BC.H 
G.A. in uniform, who woro to furniah the 
marching music on the way tn tho grounds. 
However, everything waa ready at laat, and 
oil' marched the proceaaion leil by the band 
playing a lively air. 

Nearly two thousand children were in lino 
as they marched up Fort street, two and 
two, marshalled by their teachers, inarking 
time to the niusio. Small boye, big boys, in 
all their varied uasortmenls, little girls and 
youngladiesalmostgrownup — all were there. 

But what is this coming up the street in 
tho tram cars ? What indeed but the oppo- 
sition procession from Victoria West school. 
By some oversight tho children from that 
school were overlooked when tho training 
for the chorus waa in progroae, ao they de- 
cided to " flock by theinaolvos ond run 
opposition," Arrangements woro made 
with tho trainway comiiauy, who 
agreed to carry them all for five cents a 
head for tho round trip and supplied four 
cara for transportation. Shouta of defiant 
kIoo thoy raised aa they glided by the big 
proooaaion. Tho Maple Leaf ond other soul 
atitring aongs were atruok up and whizz- 
away titey went to the end of the track. 
Hero they foriricd in proooaaion and to the 
numbur of 22,'i marched into tho exhibition 
grounda. As they entered each child was 
given a ballot to cast for tho moat popular 
exhibit. Shortly alterwarda tho aound of 
music announced tho approach of tho main 
school procession. Tho largo uatoa woro 
thrown open and ia a few moments more 
the head of tho column entered. First ciiiie 
tho R,C.BG.A band, then tho (iiria' 
Central school to tho number of 101), South 
Park school -120; North Ward, ■l.'iU; Roya' 
Control, 400; Spring Uldge, 200; High 
school, 100— total, 1,970. Adding to theac 
the Victoria West pupils, 225 and tho Sb, 
Louis college and pupils of tho convent, there 
must have been with tho small 
ohildrcD. who had oomo earlier in 
tho day nearly 3,000 ohildren on tho 
grounds. Mr. J. H, Falconer, who was one 
of tbe origiaators of the children's day prO' 



jeot, marched ahead of tbe band with a 
regular sunbeam smile. Aa the various 
schools entered the grounds they were mar 
shalled into position outside of the main 
building by school divisions, and tho 500 
ohoBon for tho choir were placed in position 
on the broad platform and steps leading 
down from the building, the B. C. B, G. A. 
band beiog stationed at the foot of tbe liv- 
ing pyramid. Then Dr. j^itae, president of 
the assooiation, to whom was allotted the 
pleasant task of welcoming the ohiid/en, 
told them how pleased tbe aasccialion were 
to have them present at tbe exhibition. 
The young people he saw before him n ould 
be the competitors of the future, and the 
excellent work they had exhibited promised 
well for the future. Aa an educational 
eCfflCt the various things to ho seen at the 
exhibition would bo very valuable to the 
young. He closed by expreasing tho hope 
that all would oujuy themselves during their 
visit to tho fair. 

Principal Paul briefly returned thanks on 
behalf of tho schools lo tho direolore of tho 
exhibition and the I'rovinoo for tho treat 
given to the children. Mr. RueboU Lho con- 
ductor of the chorus L'ivo a covipio of raja 
with hia biton, tho band atruok up tho lirst 
notes of Red, Whito and Rlue and tho 
grand chorus of ohildren broke forth into 
thegrand old patrioticsong. Theaingingwae 
excellent, tho children ainging well together 
and accompanied by tho bind. "Iho North 
wind doth blow," tho well known Jacobite 
aong " Will yo no coino back again," 
" The world is full of music," " Over the 
harbor bar," " Ring the school balls," 
" Away in the dim old forest," and " Up- 
idoo " v/ere the other numbara of the pro- 
gramme given by the children, and tho im- 
monao crowd of people applauded vigorous, 
ly, tho ainging. " God Save tho Quoon " 
brought tho performance to a eloao. Natur- 
ally, however, regret was oxpresaed by 
many people that not a single Canadian 
patriotic song waa included in tho pro- 
gramme, aa it seemed only appropriate that 
on such an occasion " The Maple L;»f For- 
ever " should have hud first place. 

The singing over, the throng of children 
streamed away in every direction taking in 
the sights. The annoUDcement that the 
stock would be paraded especially for the 
little visitors caused a regular rush for tbe 
stock yards and in a twinkling hundreds of 
youngsters were awarming around the 
fences of the ring. They evidently approved 
of the horses and especially little Ctaubly 
tbe Shetland pony as she marched about 
gaily decked with rosettes of ribbon on 
mane and tail. Another rush was then 
made for the building and the various 
wonderful things there examined. M. 
W. VVaitt & Company had prepared 
for tho invasion by laying in a big 
supply of tin whistleo which thoy diatribut- 
od free to tho youngatera. l?otwoen tho 
ahouts of the children and tho tren)endou8 
tooting of the whiatlea the noise waa aimply 
deafening. 

The next move waa to tho driving park to 
aeo the horao races. Like young turkeys on 
tho rooat tho amall bnya perched themaelvos 
on top of tho fence, blowing thoir whistles 
and regalinc thcmselvSa with candy and 
peanuta Tho Indian tuga-of-war also 
afforded imnienEO amusement. 

They had their own sports, too — tugs-of- 
war between tho diil'orent achools and girls' 
and boys' racea to finisli up with. 

Soma forty aniill bnya entered in the 100 
yarda dash, Willie Gilleapie, North Ward 
school, won, with Walter Duncan, of tho 
Central, second, and T, Furnlval, Central 
school, third. Emma Johnston, Central 
school, won the girls' race, Graoie Scully, 
Central school, second, ond Minnie Loonoy, 
North ward school, third. 

Six o'clock struck as the lost race woa 
finished, and the children having fairly tired 
themaelves out with their day's amusement 
went home delighted beyond measure with 
tbe glorious time they had had.

Generally diaappointing in the end wore 
tho fre(|Uontly poat;poned bicycle racea which 
woro eventually cleared from the card of 
exhibition attractiona yeaterdoy. Tho track 
was alow and sticky aa could well bo imag- 
ined, and only a few of tho llyera who en- 
tered were on hand to stare, Sonto of them 
now claim that they had no notification of 
tho change from Saturday to Friday, al- 
though Mr. Tulloch asaerta that tho word 
waa paaaed to all on Thuraday evening; atill 
o hora were not projiared to race 
under such advereo conditiona aa had pro- 
aented theniselvoa. Tho crowd of apeatators 
waa in harmonj' with all olao — very slim 
and the roverao of onthusiaatic.

USE HONOR DECLINED. 

Bev. Ifr. Blnney Beftues to Become Bishop 
of New Westminster. 

Vanoouvkb, Oct. 5, — (Spsciol) — Rev. 
W. Hibbert Binney, rector of North wich, 
England,] who woa on Wednesday unani- 
mously elected Biahop of New Westminster, 

was at once communicated with by cable. 
Within a few hours ho replied, declining 
elevation to tho opiacopato. Another wire 
waa at once deapalcbed asking him to re- 
serve his final decision until the letter 
reached him from the diooeaan synod, Mr. 
Binney will be strongly urged to accept. 

A young man named McMillan, 21 years 
old, was killed at Port Moody mills last 
night.

Possible Re oiieniuer of the Eastern 
Questiou tlie Cause of the Emei'fif- 
ent British Cabinet Conucil. 



Bnasia Feared to Have Auti Eue:lisL 
Deslgfns Depeuileut on Chinese 
Defeat. 



London, Oat. 5. — Threatonod ovoiitu- 
alitiea in iho East, U the offioUl oxplmirttiou 
of tho aummoniDg of the emorgonuy o^ibinet 
oon&oil nbicfa plunged all Europe in a 
veritable war panio. An order iiBued by 
the Lords of tho Admiralty to night will bo 
regnrdod iiB of vastly greater importance and 
Bigaificauce than tho meagre, uneatitfaotory 
aDDOQDComent which oimo from official 
tianda aftor the adjournment of the ooancil. 
This decree tranefera at once the head- 
quarters of the channel navy squadron from 
Portsmouth to Gibraltar. In other words, 
the atfoDgest section of the British navy, 
tbat desigaed for the liome defence, is sud- 
denly ordered praotioaliy to reinforce the 
British squadron in the Mediterranean. 

It is reported to-day from another semi- 
official source tbat no issues between France 
and England are in saoh an acute stage that 
they cannot be safely left) to diploniauy. 
Thi!i strange naval order bends to confirm 
this sLatoment, for, although in tho event of 
hoatillliea between Franco and England, the 
former power would probably ntrilto tliu 
Ciirlic'Bt b!i)W iigainat the Hritisli Mi'iiiterrnn- 
eon fleet, (Jreat Britain would iievor leave 
her own coaHi: uiijirotccted in order to meet 
a amaller daiij^er. Orderj for tlio material 
roinforeoiiieut of tho A.^iatic Hjuadron wore 
also isaued after tho cabinet adjourned, but 
these instructions uro by no n)eans auliij- 
iently important to demand cabinet iuivice 
or sanction. There ia not even a hint aa yet 
c'. tho sudden and atsirtling tidings which 
cuiaud tho hasty inuiimous of tlio cabinet. It 
was di-flnitily iiscurtaincd that at 11 o'clock 
Tuesday morning there was nothing in 
sight to call thu cabinot together until tho 
meeting in the ordinary courbe six weeUs 
hence. Five hours later the most urgent 
dispatches were sent to tho niinislors in all 
direcliona. Tho attempt to iutercepi. Sir 
Vernon Harcourt in Paris failed and none 
of the moesages sent to various points of his 
journey reached him until ho was loo fur 
away to got back to London in time. 

The mest oonimou assumption among the 
members of parliament and other puhli; 
men is that there hue been suddenly dis- 
covered a secret plot or intornatioual scheme 
underlying tho Japanese Chinese war, and 
that a great power, presumably Russia, has 
anti'Eaglish designs dependent on Chinese 
defeat. All this ia mere specnlation. All 
the excitement for the past two days would 
have been avoided if the crisis bad occnr- 
red While parliament was in session. Spec- 
ial cabinet ooanoilB then would have no pub- 
lic significance. When England and France 
ware literally on the verge of war over the 
Slam difficulty 14 months ago the matter 
was dealt with by the cabinet without the 
public realizing the danger till weeks after 
the crisis had passed. 

The Times prints a dispatch from its Paris 
correspondent stating that Mr. Pholps, sec 
retaryof the embassy and charged'aflairea In 
tho absence of Lord DufTerin, tho Uritiah 
ambassador, had un interview with M. 
Hanotaux, foreign minister, and tho inter- 
course of the two was very cordial. After 
leaving M. Hanotaux Mr. Pholps expressed 
his conviction that any dilliculties which 
may have arisen between Franco and Eng- 
land are perfectly susceptible of sottlomont. 

Commenting on the Eastern situation the 
Post says : The present position of China 
cannot be lightly regarded. If that empire 
was broken up or its position imperilled the 
outlook would bo extremely grave. Hitherto 
we have been accustomed to regard China as 
an ally, and wo have trenchant agreements 
with her which rtquiro cloao attention. Li 
Hung Chang ia the only man of enunenca In 
China c ipable of advising tho Emperor at 
thi.H juncture. He deserves any aid that 
England can ali'.jrd him in the elTort to save 
his country from tho terrible daogers with 
which it is menaced. 

" Tho Graphio says : " It is time a halt 
was called by tho Europeans powors inter- 
ested in keeping peace. Is'either Great Hrit- 
ain nor Russia can wish to see China perma- 
nently crippled by tho Japanese. A state 
of chaos in the former empire would raise 
problems that would set the world ablaze." 

The Daily News eays : "There is no 
reason whatever to believe tbat the alarm* 
ing rumors of the last few days were the 
offspring of any inspiration, but that arising 
from a complete misunderstanding of the 
actual state of things." 

The Obronlole says : It is difficult to 
nnderatand why an act so purely adminis- 
trative aa that of inoreasing the ^(juadron in 
Chinese waters ooald not have been decided 
without Bummoniog the cabinet in hot; husio 
from all parts of the kingdom and Europe. 

The Tol<'graph, in an article written in o 
similar strain to that of thu Chronicle, re- 
marks that three of the five ships ordered to 
China Cduld not posiiibly arrive there in 
time to avert the poaaiblo niaBBjce of 
liritish Hulij ots, nor would a vesHel of tho 
type of tlie lirat cl.ias cruiarr Hi. (luorgo b 
needed meiuiy to keep order attlii^ treaty 
ports. Tho paper hinta that poajibly a tur- 
thor emergency in being provided for. 

Tho Jipm (; izjtto Hays Jiipincae j jurnal- 
iata are taking alarm at tho ])ri)«peot of an 
alliance botweun I'Ingland, I'ranee, Germany 
and KuBsia. Tho great oat alarm ia that 
which from the tenor of native newa[)aper 
comn.ent may be readily gueasiid. T'hey 
fear that after .lapan has doniolishod tho 
ChinoBO lleet and driven tho Cluneee out, of 
Korea the four iiuropoan powers will inter- 
vene anil prevent ilnpau inllicting any fur- 
ther iujurioB ou China, so that indemnity 
will not be obtainable.

The "Mischief" Completes au Adven- 
tarons Trip to tlie Nortli and 
Back Again. 



More Sealers Hoine With Profitable 
Catches— Beported Loss of the 
" Oregoa." 



Tempestuous and exciting as was her 
voyage to the Arctic rogions, the steam 
Bohoonor Miaahief ia safe home again. She 
left horo just a Utile more than two monttiB 
ago with heavy freight for a ootnmeroial 
company on the npper Yukon, and has had 
since then numerous thrilling adventures. 
'She bears the marks of rough weather and 
on the wiiy down from Ounftlaeka en- 
countered no fewer than five galea which 
tested her aeaworlhineee to the utmost. If 
ever passeDgera were glad to oooolude an 
eventful voyage, thirteen Yukon miners 
were yesterday, who came down on the 
schooner with Captain Foot. Thoy gave up 
in despair when the last lifeboat was 
smashed and sent adrift, and thereafter 
wailed a melancholy aooompanimont 
the song of the storm. Captuin Foot, 
the Mischief's commander, all but 
lost his life by being sent over^ 
board duiiog one rough portion of the 
trip. Ho was standing at the wheel when 
a sea swept the decks, carrying him several 
feet and leaving him clinging desperately to 
the rail. On another occasion the steamer's 
smokestack was swopt clean off the 
deck and lost. As the result of the heavy 
wind, the mainmaat was also badly sprung 
in two places. These, however, were only 
sample features of the oxpeditloo, for while 
on her way North from here the veaael hud 
(ju'te as many narrow esonpes from swamp- 
ing an at any time during her absence. It 
was generally remarked among mariners 
here when the steamer started on the voy- 
age that she was pretty, heavily laden, but 
the cargo was afterwards farther increased 
by forty tons of ooal taken on atManaimo. 
Xhe trouble oommenoed bffjlie Qaeen Char- 
lotte iBlanda.7|Tiie ■bttdoaer^waa'^naing no 
steam power'and stood well ont to sea in 
order that her sails oould bo handled to ad- 
vantage. When the storm overtook her, 
her heavy cargo proved too great a strain, 
and she sprang aleak. The freight in the 
lower hold was of course at once aft'ooted. 
Norhing oould bo done to remedy matters 
except to keep the pumps working, and this 
just held the craft afloat. Cargo was 
damaged to the extent of So.OOO or 50,000. 
A second storm was experienced in the saa 
before the Bchooner reached her deatination, 
which made affiira still worse. However, 
when the schooner was lightened of her 
cargo at St. Michael's, about 100 milea north 
of the Yukon, the leaks were found not to 
be seriouf, though the annoyance continued 
to a certain extent throughout the voyage. 
Returning, the Mischief had diliiculiy in 
getting up the straita, notwithstanding the 
fact that some little coal bad been preserved 
to cover thia part of the voyage by steam. 
The night before last was dreadfully foggy, 
and as the schooner had no binnacle and a 
very misleading compass the situation was 
decidedly awkward. Captain Footsaya it isa 
troublesome business to handle freight now 
on the Yukon, expressly for British subjects 
living at the head of the river beybnd the 
Amerioan boundary. At present there are 
five American and one British vessel plying 
oh the river and the advantages which the 
former take of the latter are anything but 
reasonable. The Americans at present have 
ib all their own way, and though their steam- 
era trade in British waters with the greatest 
freedom, they make their " friends " com- 
ply with all the restrictions of the law. On 
the other band, ths MaokeBEie tiver is free 
to them; the AmsrioahiOoronterolal oompan- 
let find a.pr6fil*j%|>;iiiam;^ in dealing with 
the nativM tlwra and the American whalers 
have free^^o aooeytus to :. the valuable 
shelter It affordiilB-winter. On reaching St. 
Michael's, the Misobief found it necessary 
to take on provisions, bat owing to the ex- 
orbitant prioe asked for ev«rytbing no 
luxuries were indnlgcd in. Four pounds of 
sugar were got among other things, and $1 
paid therefore. The freight rate on tne 
Yukon river is $100 per ton. While north 
Captain Foot ootUcted a number of fine 
curios. There was a big fleet of veasels at 
Ounalaska when the steamer called, and 
from au officer of the U. S. Albatross on 
September i;}, Captain Foot got the follow- 
ing list of aeal catches : Ainoka, 1,.S00 ; 
Kilmeny, 300; Henrietta, 600; San Jose, 
800; and Sapphire, 1,500. Thoae catches 
are probably the latest reported. 

TWO SEALERS ABRIVE. 

Two of the sealing schooners which have 
been bunting in Behring sea arrived homo 
Vfsterday. They are the Minnie, Captain 
Viotpr Jaoobsen, and the Kate, Captain 
^ohoer. Tba, former has a oatoh of 2,141 
'skins for the year, 1,6S0 having been taken 
in the sea ; and the latter has 867 for her 
ornise just ended. On the Minnie's deck 
lies a peculiar looking box, oontbining the re- 
mains of an Indian woman who died aboard 
the schooner on July 11. She had been the 
oook for the Indian crew, and her death wits 
very sudden, occuiring about five hours after 
her tit St indication of illness. After the death 
occurred the schooner called at Quinmak 
ialund, where the remains wero temporarily 
laid ac rest until the veaflel woa re- 
turning home The ladiana obj oicd to the 
woman being buried at seii, uiid in order 
that ehe might: reccivn burinl horo hid her 
remains carefully prceerviul in suit. Aincng 
the eealLTH reporied by the Miniiis are the 
Ainoka, I3eutrice, Henrietta ard ICilnicny. 
Tho Aini k I w IB apokou on September 17 
with l.G.'iO uklnb, und on tlio following day 
the Bfjatricj was met, with I .180 skina, it 
being htr intention then to rolurn homo on 
the IStii. A week or so prior to thia the 
Kilmeny was in Ounahvoka gottinK provi- 
Btona and had a catch of about GUU skins. 
Owing to grounding on her way North the 
Henrietta did not commonoe sealing till 
August 15, but when spoken by the Minnie 
had a catch of -100. The grounding 
of the U. S. Bteamabip Aduma waa 
beard of by the Minnie through 
the Alaska Commercial Company's hunters, 
who say the steamer's distress aignala fright- 
ened all the seals around the islands for miles 
and their oatohes there this year will oonse- 
quontly be rmall. On the way home the 
Minnie met bad weather. She was carried 
beyond the Straits about 200 miles W.8.W. 
of Capo Flattery and in longitude 132:11 W. 
Sovon or eight days ago she spoke the Mer- 
maid returning from her Copper island and 
Japanese aoaat cruises with 2,134 skins. 
The Mermaid's ft rward port rail and her 
foretopmast had been carried away in a gale. 

THE "OREOO.V" REPORTED IXST. 

A diBpatohfrom Nanaimoaayo: ",It la re- 
ported hero that the bark Oregon, ooal 
laden from this port for Son Francisco, has 
been wrecked oir Capo Flattery.

If tbe farniota of the fraser Jiiver valley 
adopt the onailage aygteiii the^ will aave 
their crop and he u^le to iJae It to the beat 
advantage. god the rep^'t of the 
Dspar^ment of A^'^QltO^^i is ^be state- 
ments from the d'^Qreot aett^iementa, the 
Words " ensiliiga ijot tried " very frequently. 
We infer from tb'" that the majority of 
the aettlers are (jpt oonyijjced the advan 
tages of this niod" of pfoaervii'g feed for 
their cattle. We fiod, howevot, that ChiUi- 
'waok i* one ot ti>e t^^e exoaptions. Mr. 
'Horatio Webb v^fote'to tb^ Uepftrttnent last 
year : 

"There are t\vo si'os in ''^o ; I huvo one, 
and it hag givoQ BU^'afHyrion. I did 

not got the cor^ rip„ aa I (jhould have 
liked to, but it ig uomiug out ggod and tho 
oattle are doing ^^■cU on i^- 1 I'ut i". I'c- 
aidea out coro, out Kfeon °^Ih, prceu peas, 
barleVt and Bomfl cabbufie. Cattle were 
very fond of all of tlifctti. I do n"' think the 
time is far diatant >vhon there vviH bu a ailo 
on every farm of ^oV uly.o," 

Mr. Webb wou'd qq doubt glad to 
give hia nPiKlibof^ ipf^fOiation aa 
how this en«{i»go vfhioh the oattle 
liked so well |fl prepared. If the 
BottletB who atg tnlkiof; "f tu'o'nf? thoir 
cattle into their golda of ooripo groin were 
told how they cuuld convert it into vvholc- 
Bomo feed for thi.jr o»ttle, they at.d their 
stock would ho very Kteat'y bencQlod. Wo 
wore under the '""preB^'ob tfi't ensilage 
oonld not be prepared tmleaa the '<^riner bad 
either pita of bnndlnga ,n»de o^P'ossly for 
the purpose, but "''o iofofttiod that theao 
are not absolutely peonaaftfy- Jf the greun 
grain ia properly ataokod ""d preased with 
logs or atones it oi*'' proaorvi'd without 
any greater loss tl""^ a ino'iea of the 
oQtaido that haa been «xp''B«cl to the wea> 
ther. Any aettier, thef*tore, «an save 
hU green oats, ''arley' mi"«ti 
without being pUt to "^xtrn oxponao, 
Tho fodder '"ay 1)0 aayod in yf/ot weather, 
A gentloniau who 1)"" Rivt!" atioiition to the 
subject inforniocl th" ^tlie'' that the grain 
may be dripping ^ot ^'Ihout baing in 
danger of being apoHod in the prcoaas. 

We would deecfl *t a fo^or jf gentlemen 
who bavo a pr»QUo»l Itnov^'odgo of tho pre- 
paration of onsilago vvould givo the public 
the benefit of their <"cpor»«'>GQ tl'reugh tlio 
columns of tho coI-onisT, Tho sabjtiot is 
juQt at thi^i nioinoDt °"o of oonajtlerablo im- 
portanoo, for if there fg any proooaa by 
ffhioh the farmeta ffho h»vo auffered by the 



flood can save their growing crop for winter 
use, bo put them in the way of applying it 
would be doing them a very great service. 

A TltADITIONAL ANTIPA THY. 

It is very evident that the Koreano have 
no love for their aelf-oonatituted protectora 
and dtotatora the Japanese, There are 
many indications that their predileotiona 
are in favor c.f China. Thty do all in their 
power to aid tho Chiucae army, but they 
will not volunturily purform tho least tor- 
vioo for the Japanese. 'Dlieir hatred of the 
Japanese ia traditional. Ic is a deeply- 
aeikted national prt-jtldioa. lb ia said to be 
'hroo hundred years old. There soomB to 
be a bettor oauae for it than there is for most 
national antlpiilhiea. Throe conturica ogo, 
ao tho atorv Roos, Iho Japaneso wantonly in- 
vaded Korea. They dovaatatod tho country 
and almoat depopulated it. The triumphant 
iaradera were marching on to China when 
they were met by a Chineao army and 
routed. They rotrealod through Koreo, 
and tho remnant that esouped took refuge in 
h'ueon. 13ut Ivnrea never recovered from 
tho etieota of that invasion. Two-thirds of 
tho population, were deatroyed, the indus- 
tries of the country were annihilated, noth- 
ing was left of ibi commerce and the sur- 
vivors were in misery. Tho remembrance 
of that invasion is still froah in tho minds 
of the people of Korea, and the 
hatred that it engendered is slill alivo and 
active. It ia aaid by thoae who claim to 
know the people of Korea that they will 
never submit to the rule of Japan. They 
may uot attempt any uctivo resistance, but 
they win not ho content until tho Japaneao 
are again driven out of their country by tho 
Chinoae, whom thoy regard as their deliv- 
erers. 

This may be very true, bub if all accounts 

are anything like correct the people of, Korea 
could nob poaaihly bo in a worao condition 
than they are at present. If Japan or uny 
other civilized or partially civilized power 
gets possession of tbe country it cannot help 
improving the condition of tbe people. Ibeir 
oivD Government rcba them and keeps 
them in the deepest poverty. Rulers that 
are at all oulightenod would, for their own 
sake and in their own interest, do what 
they could to make tho rcaourcea of tho 
country available. In doing this they 
would neoessarlly lift the people out of the 
miiery In which they have been living ao 
long. But it ia more than probable that 
the Koreana would not be thankful for the 
improvcmenb. It aeema that thoy aro too 
degraded and too mlaorabla to roali/.a that 
they are degraded and miserable. They seem 
qnlba willing to ocntinoe to live aa they 
have been living. 

AN IMPORTANT BBPORT. 

We have received the Third Report of the 
Department of Agrioultnre of tbe Province 
of British Columbia, 1893. This report 
makes quite a hundeome volume, and It 
contains much information of groat value to 
both the farmers now in tho Province and 
to thoae who propose bo settle in it with the 
view of .cultivating tbe soil. Xbe natnre of 
the report may be inferred from the follow- 
ing extract from an address by Mr. James 
A. Anderson, tho indofotigabla and highly 
iatelligentStatiotican of the Department : 

The objeota aougbt to be attained by tbe 
creation of the Department are manifold, 
and may bo stated brieSy aa foUowa : To 
aaoortuin tho needs, wishea and dillioulties 
of tho farming population; to serve at guidca 
in any remedial mcaeurcH which may be con- 
tumpluted ; to be a medium of advice in all 
mattera appertaining^ to the welfare of ogri- 
oulturists ; a Department always at their 
disposal for consultationa and advice, and 
whore they can always tied tho attention 
which their caaea demand ; to acquire in- 
formation aa to tho quility of the 
lands of tho difleront parta of the 
Province, the quantity ownod, the quantity 
cultivated, tbe quantity capable of 
cultivation, means and facilitiea of Irriga- 
tion and drainage, value of tho property of 
tho agriculturiata of the rrovinco in order 
that a just cstimatB can ho formed of the 
importance of the agrioultural interests; to 
aacertuiu what crops, fruits and live atock 
aro most suitable for the dlilorent parts of 
tho country; to ascertain what disoasea and 
poatB are prevalent or arc being introduced, 
and liable to become dangerous, bo that 
reiiiodies may bo eugfjeslcd and means de- 
vised to counteract ttium; to atcertain the 
cliinablc conditions of all parts of the Prov- 
inces, a matter of much importanoe to agi- 
culturiata; to furnlah aaoh data of our im- 
portations of agricultural produotions aa 
will give tbe agrlooituriat an idea of the 
products that are moat likely to prove 
remunerative; to ascertain the aotaal pro- 
duction of the country and by oomparlaon, 
year by yeiir, to note what progroaa tho 
I'rovinco ia iniiUing, and hy the niu.ins out- 
lined to furniHh such information to intend- 
ing iiMiii'j<riuUFi as nmy be conaidorod reli- 
able, and without: that pernkiioua rIchi ao 
often fiivi'ii to BtAtonionto of unreliable re- 
port a ; to as(!crtaiu by uuulysia tho compo- 
nent parts of the aoila from tho different S'-u- 
tions of the country 80 that tho tillora of the 
Hoil may bo able to judge what crops are 
boat suited to their particular looalitVi and 
tho fertilizers moat needed to bring the soil 
up to tbe required standard. 

TheBeportfollowB the above ontline closely 
from observationa made by farmera realding 
largely in the different settlements. There 
Is, therefore, hardly a subject on whloh the 
aottler himself or tho Intondiiig immigrant 
requires information timl. in net fully noticed 
in tho Report. Kvon a cursory oxumination 
of it will show the enquirer iu what jiarta of 
the Province gralu can be grown well, what 
parti are auibad to tbe oultivation of fruit, 
and where the beat grazing diatriota aro sit- 
uated. He will also find a faithful account of 
tho enumies which tho farmer, tho gardener, 
and tlie gru/.icr will have to enoountor in the 
diirervnt aootions, and ho is told of the boat 
mouns hitherto discovered for aubdniag 
them. Xbe atatiatioal tables of the Be- 
port are evidently oompEled with great 
care, and no doubt from rellablo 
data. Tho reader of tho Reporb will lenrn 
from ib what parts of tho country are dry 
and in what piirls the riiinfall ia tho greatest, 
and ulao tho summer and winter tempera- 
ture of the dififereno diatriota. The quantity 
of grain, bay, roota, etc., ralaed to the aore, 
and tbe piioea for whioh they can be sold 



are duly recorded in this agricultural report. 

The reader can see from this imperfect 
account that to the person who wiahes to 
get detailed and reliable information re- 
lative to the agricultural reaources and 
oapabilitlea of the Province, the Reporb of 
tho Department of Agriculture is invaluable. 
We may aay hero, too, that information 
contained in tho Report can be readily 
found, for it has, ua all such reports should 
have, a copious and oarofully arranged 
index,

A Genuine "Euler of the Queeu'i 
Mavee" Arrives in 
Victoria. 



One of the Highest Anthorities on 
Naval Hatters— A ColiesKne 
of Gladstone. 

Lord and Lady Brasaey, who arrived in 
Victoria last nigbt on the steamer Charmer, 
are here on a tour of pleasure and, it Is said, 
are likely to visit San Francisco and other 
Paoific ooast cities hi fore they return home. 
One of the objects of their trip is understood 
to be to satisfy thcmjelves as to the condi- 
tions of a number of English people whom 
Lord Brassey settled upon some 50,000 
acres of land whioh lie several years since t o 
quired at Indian Head, In the vicinity of 
Qa'Appelle. He admits, speaking of his 
experienoes, that In some oases he was de- 
ceived as to those whom he made 
the objects of his philanthropy, but says 
that he is by no means discouraged. It is 
his intention to carry out hia eohemo as he 
originally intended, to very considerable 
proportions. He bus already arrarged to 
build a church, and has put down the money 
to endow it with a living f jr tho clergy. He 
proposes also to build acottoge hospual, to 
sot up a special school system and do all in 
his power to make his a model colony. 

Lord Brassey is the son of Thomas Bras- 
sfy, a very prominent member of the world- 
renowned English contracting firm of Mor- 
ton, Poto, Biassey & Botts, one of whose 
monumental works is the Victoria bridge at 
Montreal. Lord Brassey was born at Staf 
ford, England, in 1836, and has 
been a factor in the polttioal 
circles of England, having been a oivll L rd 
of the Admiralty and also Secretary to (be 
Admiralty. He has written a numbar of 
works, tome of them dealing with impor- 
tant questions pertaining to labor, while 
his speeches and letters on naval arma- 
ments have stamped him as one of the 
beat poBl«d men in regard to that vital sub- 
ject. In connection with the establish 
nient of the Royal N:>vy Reserve Lord 
Brassey was very euargetio, and recently in 
connection with the Chlno-Japancaa war as 
previously at the time of the loss of H. M 
S. " Victoria," expressed an opinion in 
favor of tho employment of smaller and 
swifter voaeela— an announcement whch 
has been (luoted all over tho world as com- 
ing from oiiO who had spoken with authority 

Lord Hraeaey is a keen ynchttman and has 
travelled almoHt the ocean over, the late 
L idy Braesey being author of the highly 
popular woik, "The C'ru a ' of the Sun 
l)niini." Fur Bomo yriirB lyji (I 11-..i^hc3' n p;e- 
flcnted Haaling-< in tlui Hnusi, ol (."oiiimorH, 
but when he (ptrored himself for Liverpool hb 
a Oladetonian candidate was defeated.

While Needlesa Blska Are Avoided 
Their Work Needs . Men of 
Iron Frame. - 



Abont Pboto topograpby — Nature of

Fayiag-oS and other bualnesa in oomple- 
tion of the field work of tho JNorthorn aoo- 
tion of tho Alaskivn boundary conimiaaion, 
has been prof^ceaaiog Babisfaotorily Binoe 
their return en the Thistle a few days ago, 
and the last of the surveyors bound East 
will probably go with their loader, Mr. 
Wm. ORilvia, to-morrow. Tho fiold work 
being atill incomplete, Victoria will aee tho 
aurveyora again next apring, and as far aa 
the section under Mr. Ogilvio'a direction ia 
oonoerned Iti is likely that under ordinary 
conditions three parties will finish id early 
in 1895. 

Yarioaa articlos have appeared do- 
Buribing in harrowinp; terms tbe risks in- 
curred in the work of this commisaion, 
but it ie tho opinion of the members of tbia 
aeotion that those who furoiah auch uo 
counta ran the riaka a la Mark Twain in 
climbin)? tho Alpa — that ia, thoy were aa- 
cendiog throuf;h a teleaoope from tho deck 
of a abip or aome other oomtortable baao of 
operations. One instance waa noted where 
a man's life was almoat lost by an uvalancho 
of anow and ice which pasaod over a point 
ho had atood on aomo time boforp ita do- 
Boent ! It ia not protended, aaya Mr. O^il- 
vie, that there are no dangers in the prose- 
cution of thia work ; there are many giddy 
precipices, yawning chasina, and fio>vuing 
oliffa in the way of aacent. But aa there 
ia generally aome way around thuac, and 
aurveyora are not more inclined to sui- 
cide than other people, they keep away 
from auoh placea. Tlie labor in connection 
with the aurvey ia, however, extremely hard. 
A man muat be of iron frame and oonstitu 
tion to stand it. As an instanoe, Mr. Ogilvie 
and tbe members of his party on one occa- 
sion started at 2 o'click in the morning, 
walked at least fifteen miles through snow 
often waist deep, forded a river running 
' with iee water thigh deep one hundred yards 
in width, crossed several smaller streams by 
fording, traversed the slope of the Mendeu- 
hall glacier, meandering here and there 
over its surface to avoid the deep' ore vabsea 
in it, to the summit of a mountain at its head 
6,100 feet above sea level, apent two hours 
on a giddy cooo on its top, froin which 
there was a sheer descent on one aide of 
over 2,000 feet, and returned by the way 
they went, tired, hungry, wet and cold, ar- 
aiving back at camp at 12 o'clock the euc- 
ceodiiig night. Thus every member of his 
party on that occasion endured twenty-two 
Bucoeasive hours of the moat severe phyaic^kl 
labor, apart from the cold and auffering. 
Twenty-five aacenta were mado by his party 
during the aummer, several of them 0,000 
feet and upwards, many 5,000, tho majority 
over 4,000. Tho other parties no doubt ex- 
perienced just aa much hardahip, aoino prob- 
ably makiLg aa many or more atcenta. 

The weaiher during tho aeuaon proved 
more favorable than in tho preceding one, 
allowing the partiea to make much greater 
pro;;rea8. They had, too, the betietic of the 
previous yoar'a experience, for none of the 
membera of the commieslon except Mr. 
MoArthurhad been engaged before then in 
thafeolamol worli. Tbna it was that this 
station of tbe commission were this aeauon 
enabled to oovtr twice as mach ground as in 
the previous one. 

While no accident befell any of the snr- 
veyors, on one oooasion the members of Mr. 
Ogilvie'a party had a somewhat exciting ex- 
perience with a fnailade of anowballs rang- 
iai; from the 'isise of an egg to that of a 
hogshead. They had pused a bed of enow 
lying on a steep Inclloe and were severii! 
hundred feet' below it on a smooth rocky 
slope, when a roar from the heights was 
heard. Someone glanoed up and shouted 
/'Lookout!" All ejee wore turned in the 
direction from which tho caueo of alarm 
came, and aaw great maaaea of anow flying 
over tbe smooth side of the mountain 
towarda them and every moment gaining 
speed. All sought cover at once with h 
.promptitude which made up for any de- 
parture from military precedent. No one 
was hurt and all enjoyed a hearty laugh 
when the fusilade had passed, us 
each one criticised the appearacoe and 
poature of his nrighbor in his 
histily sought cover. One man happened 
to be standing in the course of u small moun- 
tain rivulet; be did not hesitate, but threw 
himself flat on his face in tbe water, with 
the result that he was well washed on the 
lower side. Only one bad stopd bis ground, 
apparently spellbound, on top of a rock, 
where he n malned antil tbe shower passed. 
Oece a b>ll of snow abont a hundredweight 
almoet gru/od his hat ; bad it struck him it 
would prcl)ibly have taken his head off. 
Such is human nature that ho afterwards 
contended that ho was the onlyono who dia 
played any presence of mind on the ocoaaiou ! 

The method adopted to carry out this aur- 
Yey work — photo-topography — haa lately 
'exdited much public intoroat, The 
system pursued can hardly bo un- 
derstood by tho majority of nowupaper read- 
era in the absence of the mathematical train- 
ing ncceaaary for ita comprohoneion, but tho 
following facta in connection with it, atatod 
by Mr, Ogilvio, will not be un- 
interesting. " Tiiu idea," said he, "is 
older than photography itaclf, for the 
attempt was one time made to mako a chart 
from sketcbes of country made in the dark 
camera. Fboto-topographio surveys of a kind 
were made in France, Germany and Italy a 
great many years ago, and in tbe United 
titatcs at least one text book was written 
on the subject ; but ita development to ita 
present state of perfection as adopted by 
thia commission is due to the aurvoyor- 
genaral of the Dominion, Mr. E. Djville, 
who took up tho subject aomo youra ago 
with tho intention of devising aomo cheap, 
quick and accurate moans of survey of the 
mountain lands belonging to tho Do- 
minion in tho Britiah Columbia rail- 
way belt. Ho aoon saw that tho oum- 
brouB and ooatly inatrumonta used in 
thia clasa of operationa in Europe wore un- 
fitted for the work to bo dono in Canada, 
and thought out and devised tho instru- 
ments now used by this commiasion. In do- 
iac; this be was ably SRConded by Mr. J. J. 
McArthur and Ml. W. E. Dnwry (who ia 
now engaged in carrying out a survey of this 
nature for tho Britiah Columbia Hovorn- 
ment), who during tho yoara between 1884 
and 1S93 acted under bis instruotions and 
teated bis Ideas and devices in actual work 
along the line of the railway in the Bookies 
and westward. As they suooeoded or failed 
in this or that direution, methods and instru- 
ments were changed and improved, until at 
proaout there ia very ilttlo room for further 
progress. Tho method was thus proved a 
aucoeaa in the rtilway belt before It was de- 
termined to adopt it In tho boundary sur- 
vey. In fact it was a buoqobs bcfi.ro tho 
boundary survey was thought of. To sum 
up the method in one phrase, it 
\ls a graphio solution of tbe sides of,

a .triangle. Almost everyone knows 
that given a line of any finite length and 
the direction of ury given point from each 
of its ends that point can bo located. Now, 
auppoae a lino and any point or any number 
of points which are desired to be located 
with reference to its ends. Then auppoae 
photogruphu taken from each end of thia 
line, each of which ahowa all thoea points in 
ita field. It ia easy to ace that after the 
observer haa oriented thoae views — that is, 
located the direotioa of the centre of the 
picture from the point of sight, and knoW' 
Ing the fooal length of tbe lens used in the 
Camera, he.can lay olT or project on the piC' 
ture plane the direction of any point or 
points in each -pioture, 'Lines drawn in 
those directions from the ends 'ot the base 
will intcBcot each other in the locuB of any 
desired point, so long as it can be dis- 
tinguished in the view, lia elevation with 
rofereooe to the ataticn occupied is deter- 
mined on the same principle that elevations 
are found with the transit or theodolite— 
that ia from angles of depreasion or elevation. 

Tho p u t of iho ooaat lino covered by thia 
— tho NurLhern — aeotion of the survey ia 
heavily clolhiul with timber, which extends 
to an altitude ot 2,000 feot only, and as tho 
hills rise j^enorally abruptly from the sea it 
can be seen the tinjber reaouroea, though 
vaat, are yet comparatively limited. In 
many places oven thia reaource ia wanting, 
notably Glacier bay, where tho timber, ow- 
ing to tho comparatively late riceasiou of 
thti glaciers, is tnin and uinall. Tho fisheries 
are beirg uiilizjd by several oaunerios which 
apparently do a fair amount of buBiness. 

Tho Btrotoh of outer coast from Lituya 
b»y to Yakutat bay, owing to tho want of 
harbors, oonscqucntly shipa having to keep 
a good offing, has been very little frifjuenl- 
ed until tbe laat couplo of years, wbeu a few 
miners made their way into Lituya bay and 
diacovered good waabinga. Since then other 
mineia have puabed thtir way weatward 
from Lituya bay to Cape Fjiirweathar, a dis- 
tance of fourteen miles, but as everything 
haa to be firat landed in Lituya b >y and 
then packed on men's backs along the 
rough stony beach, one oan understand : the 
hindrance to development this "condition oc- 
caaloDS. Litufa bay was visited by the 
celebr.tted French navigator Laperouse. A 
amall isUnd in it called Cenotaph island Is 
alleged to have been the burial place of a 
number of his orew who died from scurvy. 

Tho mineral resources of the country tra- 
versed have been dovplopedonly inasmall way 
except In the case (f the celebrated Tread- 
well mine on Douglaa island and tho Mexi- 
can mine closo to it, both undir tho aanie 
manaj^eiTieot, and which combine the groat- 
eat number of atampa (3'20) working together 
in the world. In Silver Bow baain, juat 
back from Juneau, there aro two or three 
amall stamp mills working frotn five to fif- 
teen or twenty stampa. At Soward city, 
about fifty miles from Juneau, tho Nowel 
mining company have a fair-alzed atamp mill 
at work. With the mining mentioned on Li- 
tuya bay thia may bo said to oomprlae the 
great bulk of, if not the entire, mining work 
done on tbe ooaat. Juneau ia the point of 
departure and outfit for miners entering the 
Yukon country by the Taiya pass. In tho 
early spring months several hundred miners 
left Juneau for the interior on the 
YnkoDi For several weeks before the 
Thistle's departure ~ many of the miners 
in the interior were coming out, and 
their reports of tbe finde there are very en- 
couraging. Many of those beyond a doubt 
aro in Canadian territory. The place known 
a) Forty. Mile, on the Canadian side, which 
Boven years ago consisted of one trading 
hnuao and aeveral minera' huta, ia now said 
to be fjuite a town, possessing one or more 
misaion houses, several aaloona (inevitably) 
and several billiard balls. It ia snid that 
4(X) or 500 miners will winter thero thia 
year. As one of tho notorious outlaw Dal- 
tona ia reported to have entered tho coun- 
try last summer with aeveral hundred gal- 
lons of whiskey, intendinc to reach Forty- 
Mile late in tho year, it ia feared there may 
be a repetition of the disorders of laat win- 
ter, when two drunken miners there shot 
each other fatally in a quarrel over o^irda. 
The more reapoctable minora in there how. 
ever — and they appear to bo in the majority 
— acoordlog to latest advices had determined 
fiat all whiskey sellers would be summarily 
dealt with,

TflS HOESE BACINa. 

Yesterday's Programme Witnessed With 
Great Interest and Also Amusement. 

The announcement of a well varied pro- 
gramme of horae racing made tho ring a 
centre of attraction to those who viaitod the 
fair grounds yesterday afternoon, and 
though the events did not fill as expected 
and dragged in a manner that rather taxed 
tho patience of the spectators, there was 
aomo good eport. 

Tho first called was a running race, a 
half-mile d»ah,"open, in which the atartera 
were J. M Brennan's b. h. Ripton, W. Mo 
Keen's mare Henrietta, and Henry Drew's 
br. ni. Southern Cross. Henrietta made 
tho pace from the start, with the other tf/o 
following well together until In the finish 
icg quarter Southern Cross fell behind and 
RlptoD, creeping up under the spur of the 
driver's whip, about a hundred yards from 
the wire took the lead and crossed a short 
length ahead of Henrietta, lime 54^ ac 
ends. 

A one-mile trotting and pacing contest — 
best two in three beats— was next called, 
with J. H. Brown's Mollio Cooper, M. H 
Cowan 'a Little Johnny, and A. K. Munro's 
Storm entered and starting. Mollie and 
Johnny made a pretty nock and neck con- 
test, and there was but a head difference in 
the urat quarter, Johnny, on the Inside, 
having the advantage, which he increased 
to a few lengths during tho nex't half mllo. 
In the last quarter, however, MolliiJ pulled 
up, making the heat a second and a half 
slower than the winner's time, 2 48j Storm 
broke badly throuehont nod was not in the 
race at any timei barely lavbg bis distance. 

In tha second beat Johnny had a poor 
start and loit hia poaitioB at the pole, bu'u 
at the quarter diatance he wm in tho lead, 
both the othen bavbg brolcen. From there 
on he had an eaay thing of It, taking a great 
load but finishintt letrarely in 2:46^ Storm 
and MoUle made an interestiog contest for 
second place, which again went to the 
latter ; and thoao two heats therofora com- 
pleted tho contest : Little Johnny lat, 
Mollio Cooper 2i]d prize. 

Tho cit zona' stakes — running, three- 
fourths of a mile — was diapoaed of bctwoen 
the two heats of tho race juat mentioned 
There were but two entries, those being tho 
brown iilly All Smoke, owned by George 
Wcntwcrth of Calgary (currying ICi pounda) 
and the bay stallion Uoncaater, owned by 
George Byrnes of this city (oarrying 1 1,' 
pounda). Tho horsca had an even 
start, All Smoke, on the outside, lead- 
ing by leas than a head at the outset, but 
when they passed under tho wiro at the end 
of tho first cjuarter they wore aa nearly as 
poaaiblo even. In the second quarter Don- 
cister in turn had a scant head to tho good, 
but in tho third and last, tho whip beinc 
applied to All Smoke, the Calgary mare, bo 
ing now for the first time exerted to her ut 
most, went to the front and won by half a 
length in 1.22.^. 

A " slow race " for horses owned by binu 
fiiie farmcra completed the programme. Tho 
eutiieaworo J. S Buwket'd Lightfoot, 1'. 
Loo'a Ralph, and W. H. Field's Snowball, 
and they wore ao unlikely a lot of rauera us 
could well bo got together. The prizes, 
however, wore for the last in ; but ridora 
wore changed ao that it was atlUoaoh man'a 
interest to aend hia mount ahead. Kal|)h 
and Snowball wont bolter than appeariinui'a 
ledthoorowd to expect, and mindo a fairly 
good race. Lightfoot absolutely declined to 
prooeod in orthodox fashion, in I he iirat 
(juarter giving n splendid imitation of a 
wooden rocking horan and in tho second 
barely cxoeoiling a walk, so that ho finished 
winner in .'iiS.'i, norrowly mlHoing l:eing 
counted out tor exceeding tho liirie limit of 
four minutes sot for the half inilu. 

This afternoon there will be another 
racing programme, and Builioient entries 
have been received to enauro really good 
aport. In one event Rifton, All Smoke, 
DoncMter and Soubbem Groia will moot ; 
and at least two of the others will be well 
filled.
